WHAT  IS  "WOODLAND"? 

The  term  "woodland"  is  defined  by  law  to  include,  "cut- 
over  land,  slash,  and  such  other  land  as  bears  a  sufficient  amount 
of  wood  growth,  wood,  weeds,  grass  or  other  growth  as  to  be 
likely  to  be  burned  over." 

WHEN  IN  THE  WOODS,  YOU  ARE  EXPECTED  TO  EX-

Throw  down  lighted  matches,  cigarettes,  or  other  burning 
substances  from  vehicles  or  otherwise. 

Burn  brush,  rubbish,  grass  or  other  materials  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  without  written  permission 
from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

Kindle  a  camp  or  cooking  fire  on  land  of  another  without 
permission  from  the  owner  or  his  agent. 

Leave  an  open  fire  burning  unattended. 

Fail  to  report  a  forest  or  brush  fire  that  is  out  of  control. 

VIOLATORS  ARE  SUBJECT  TO  THESE  PENALTIES 

Anyone  letting  a  fire  escape  from  control,  whether  or  not 
he  has  a  permit  to  kindle  the  fire,  is  liable  for  the  costs  of  ex- 
tinguishing the  fire. 

Anyone  found  guilty  of  dropping  inflammable  material  in 
or  near  woodland  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $25. 
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A  person  failing  to  report  an  uncontrolled  brush  or  forest 
fire  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $10. 

For  kindling  a  fire  in  woodland  of  another  without  permis- 
sion of  the  owner,  or  for  kindling  any  fire  without  a  permit 
when  a  permit  is  required,  a  person  may  be  fined  not  more  than 
$200,  or  imprisoned  60  days. 

DAMAGES 

Every  person  who  shall  set  fire  on  any  land,  that  shall  run 
upon  the  land  of  another,  shall  pay  to  the  owner  all  damages 
done  by  such  fire. 

BE  SURE— GET  A  PERMIT 

Incinerators  should  be  tight,  with  a  close  mesh  screen,  and 
be  on  clean  ground. 

Open  fireplaces  used  to  burn  rubbish  are  classed  as  incin- 
erators. 

Always  clean  a  space  about  any  open  fire  to  prevent  its 
spread. 

Never  burn  in  dry,  windy  weather. 

Have  incinerators  inspected  by  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  and 
get  his  written  permission.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Brookfield: 

During  the  year  1955-56  Mrs.  Eugenia  Hutchins  continued 
as  the  teacher  in  the  Churchill  School.  Mrs.  Rebecca  Sanborn, 
R.N.,  continued  in  the  capacity  of  School  Nurse.  Both  Mrs. 
Hutchins  and  Mrs.  Sanborn  were  devoted  to  the  interest  and 
welfare  of  the  pupils  and  their  work  is  sincerely  appreciated. 

The  Salk  Polio  Innoculation  Program  initiated  in  1954-55 
was  continued  through  the  cooperation  of  the  State  Department 
of  Health,  Mrs.  Sanborn,  Mrs.  Hutchins,  and  interested  citizens. 

The  warm,  nourishing  noon  meals  that  were  enjoyed  by  the 
pupils  were  again  made  possible  largely  through  the  sustained 
efforts  of  the  Mothers'  Club.  Federal  reimbursement  of  $71.21 
was  received  and  surplus  foods  of  about  the  same  amount.  With 
the  sum  appropriated  this  made  possible  that  the  meals  be 
served  to  the  pupils  without  cost  to  them. 

Two  high  school  pupils  were  enrolled  at  Brewster  Academy, 
and  one  at  Spaulding  High  School.  Currently  there  are  two  at 
Brewster,  one  at  Spaulding,  and  two  at  Nute  High  School.  Tui- 
tion rates  for  the  current  year  are  $295.00  at  Brewster  Acad- 
emy, $275.00  at  Nute  High  School,  and  $274.50  at  Spaulding 
High  School.  Tuition  rates  announced  for  1957-58  are  as  fol- 
lows:—$295.00  at  Brewster  Academy,  $285.00  at  Spaulding  High 
School,  and  $300.00  at  Nute  High  School. 

By  vote  of  the  district  at  its  annual  meeting  of  March  13, 
1956  the  Churchill  School  was  closed  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year  in  June.  Seven  elementary  pupils  are,  at  present,  enrolled 
in  the  Wakefield  schools  and  are  transportd  by  the  district.  Five 
elementary  pupils  are  enrolled  in  the  Carpenter  School  in  Wolfe- 
boro.  For  the  current  year  tuition  rates  are: — in  Wakefield 
$200.00,  and  Wolfeboro,  $210.00.  Announced  rates  for  1957-58 
are:— Wakefield  $200.00,  and  Wolfeboro  not  to  exceed  $225.00. 

The  fine  cooperation  extended  to  the  superintendent  by  the 
school  board,  teacher,  nurse,  pupils,  and  parents  is  most  grate- 
fully acknowledged.
